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‘TOO FAT FOR SURGERY’ JILL DELIGHTED TO LOSE SEVEN STONE

A BLACK COUNTRY mother has lost more 
than seven stone after being told she was too 
fat for surgery. 

In 2014 Jill Sawford, now aged 62, from 
Greenside Way on the Yew Tree Estate, Wal¬ 
sall, needed to have a knee operation, but 
she was told by Sandwell General Hospital 
they could not help her due to her weight. 

She was referred to the Royal Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital in Birmingham and was told the 
same, that she was too heavy. 

But fast-forward to the present day and 
Jill has undergone her operation, after drop¬ 
ping more than seven stone. 

She weighed 20 stone at the time of her 
rejection but is now down just to 13 and a 
half stone. 


Her weight loss is even more poignant as 
she has survived cancer twice. 

She said: “It feels incredible but I am not 
done yet. I want to get to 12 stone and I will 
get there. 

“I want to do it and I am going to do it. 

“I feel better and I want to go further. 

“After being through cancer it makes you 
think I am lucky to still be here.” 

Helpful 

But there is no special secret to Jill’s suc¬ 
cess, she puts her dramatic weight loss down 
to the Weight Watchers plan. 

She explained: “I started on the plan on 
November 6, 2014 and I have not looked 
back since. 


“Everyone is so helpful and is there to 
support each other. 

“I have been asked to become a helper, 
which means I help point people in the right 
direction, I love it. 

“It is very important to me that I get to 
help other people.” 

Jill, who has been married for 39 years, 
has a son and a daughter. 

She said the whole family are ‘really 
proud’ of her achievements. 

She is retired but sings in a cancer survi¬ 
vors’ choir which raises money for Cancer 
Research. 

Jill has lived on the Yew Tree Estate for 
24 years after growing up in Handsworth, 
Birmingham.

Leader says wages move was a ‘difficult decision’ 


COUNCIL STAFF 
IN PAY FREEZE 


ALL Walsall Council staff will have their pay fro¬ 
zen for the next financial year as the authority 
looks to save £86 million by 2020. 

Employees at the local authority had been in line to receive 
the one per cent pay rise agreed at a national level from April 
1, but due to the council’s current financial circumstances the 
one per cent pay rise will not go ahead. 

This means that all staff pay will effectively be frozen, as the one per cent 


reduction cancels out the one per cent 
rise. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, the 
leader of Walsall Council, said the pay 
freeze had been a ‘difficult decision’ 
but one that was right for residents 
and the Council’s workforce. 

He said: “Let’s be clear: no-one at 
Walsall Council will receive a pay rise 
this year. In March 2016, the council 
released a number of proposals after 
having undertaken a review of its em¬ 
ployees’ terms and conditions. 

“Having listened to the feedback 
from this consultation, the proposals 
were amended and staff have volun¬ 
tarily agreed to these changes. 

Increase 

“To clarify, the pay of the council’s 
chief officers is being treated exactly 
the same as the rest of the council’s 
employees in that, although all staff 
will receive the one per cent national 
pay increase from 1 April 2017, every¬ 
one will also receive a one per cent 
pay reduction linked to the imple¬ 
mentation of that review. 

“This will have the same impact on 
both chief officers’ pay and everyone 
else in that it will effectively mean a

pay ‘freeze’ for all employees from 
April 1 2017. 

“It’s been a difficult decision to 
make but it is the right one for coun¬ 
cil taxpayers and our workforce as a 
whole.” 

The pay freeze was provisionally 
agreed by the council’s personnel 
committee on December 7 before 
being rubber stamped by full council 
at a meeting earlier this month. 

At the meeting, both Councillor 
Coughlan and Councillor Mike Bird, 
the former leader of the council and 
current leader of the Conservative 
group in Walsall, agreed that the sal¬ 
aries being paid to its Chief Executive 
and other chief officers at the council 
was the ‘going rate’. 

The freeze has been agreed at a 
time when the council needs to save 
£86 million by 2020. It has put for¬ 
ward a number of cost-cutting op¬ 
tions, including closing 15 of the 
borough’s 16 libraries, which will be 
finalised at a cabinet and then full 
council meeting this month. 


Jaws stunt head all ready to dive in

IF being a school principal wasn’t 
challenging enough, the headteacher 
of a Walsall academy has chosen to 
swim with sharks. 

Keith Whittlestone, head of Joseph 
Leckie Academy, is taking on the trial 
to raise money for equipment for the 
neo-natal unit at Walsall Manor. Pu¬ 
pils at the school have already raised 
£2,716 towards the £20,000 needed in 
a variety of ways, from a doughnut 
sale to staging a fashion show. 

The school council decided to raise 
money for the neo-natal unit after 
meeting Professor Rashid Gatrad, 
consultant paediatrician at Walsall 
Manor Hospital, who spoke to them 
about his work. 

Mr Whittlestone, a keen scuba 
diver, offered to swim with sharks in 
order to contribute and it won’t be his 
first encounter with the underwater 
predators. He said: “Some of the chil¬ 
dren have asked me what will happen 
if I get attacked by a shark, and I told 
them they might be looking for an¬ 
other headteacher,” he joked. 

Mr Whittlestone has dived all over 
the globe, usually in exotic locations, 
but his previous swim with sharks, to 
raise money for Acorns Hospice, took 
place at the Blue Planet Aquarium in 
the Wirral, Merseyside, which he will 
revisit for this challenge. 

“You can’t guarantee seeing any 
sharks in the open sea so that’s why 
it’s taking place there,” he said.

Hospital parking 
tickets total £45k 

MORE than 800 parking tickets have been 
handed out at Walsall Manor Hospital - 
in one year. New figures show Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust issued 892 parking 
enforcement tickets during 2015-16. 

With each fine set at £50 motorists 
were slapped with a total of £44,600 in 12 
months. Of the 892 handed out, 102 motor¬ 
ists appealed the fine. It is not known how 
many of these were appealed successfully. 

In a statement from the Trust, Jane 
Longden said: “Following liaison with pa¬ 
tients and visitors, the Trust operates a car 
parking rate of £2 for the first hour and £1 
per hour after that up to a maximum of £6 
which is comparable to trusts in the local 
area.”

She was nominated by Victoria Bird, 
mum of a young man with autism who 
attends the school.

Extra one per cent 
due on council tax 

COUNCIL tax in Walsall could rise by an 
extra one per cent next year. 

Walsall Council said it was ‘seeking to 
maximise any potential funding’ for adult 
social care services, after the Government 
offered the council the chance to raise 
council tax further without the need for a 
referendum to raise extra funds for adult 
social care. 

Currently council tax is due to rise by 
3.99 per cent for the 2017/18 financial 
year, with two per cent of this ring-fenced 
for social care. 

A further one per cent is set to be added 
- again for social care.

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Ticket machines adapted for new £1 



PREPARATIONS are under way for the 
arrival into circulation of the new £1 
coin. Councils have been spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds updating car park tick¬ 
et machines to accept the new 12-sided 
coin. 

Designed by Walsall teenager David 
Pearce, it will enter circulation on 
March 28, and by October 15 the tradi¬ 
tional round coin will cease to be legal 
tender. The coin boasts several new se¬ 
curity features, including a hologram. 
San dwell Council is spending £23,364 
updating its machines by making alter¬ 


ations to the software and coin selector. 

Councillor Dave Hosell, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways, said: “We were aware 
of this issue before the new coins were 
announced and so all of our new ma¬ 
chines will accept the coins from April 1. 

“So far 71 machines have already 
been configured with the remaining 57 
being done over the next two months.” 

Walsall Council updated its 47 ma¬ 
chines, at a cost of £4,500, last year. 

Supermarkets have already begun 
making changes to their trolleys to en¬ 
sure customers will be able to unlock 


them using the new style £1 coin. Cat 
Parkinson, of Tesco, said: “The new coin 
slots will accept the old and new pound 
as well as existing trolley tokens.” 

Gareth Lundy, an Asda spokesman, 
said: “Customers will be able to use 
the new £1 coin in Asda trolleys when 
it comes into circulation in March,” he 
added. The new coin has been described 
as the safest in the world. With its 12 
sides, will be far more difficult to coun¬ 
terfeit. Currently, around one in every 
30 £1 coins in people’s change in recent 
years has been fake. 


Celeb chef stirring up 
support for art gallery 

AUTHOR and TV chef Prue Leith 
has given her backing to a cam¬ 
paign to keep the New Art Gal¬ 
lery Walsall open. 

The food entrepreneur and arts 
campaigner called into the tourist at¬ 
traction after learning that its future 
was under threat due to council fund¬ 
ing constraints. 

Walsall Council 
is proposing to axe 
the town centre site 
as part of plans to 
save £86 million in 
the next four years 
due to funding pres¬ 
sures and more then 
6,400 protesters have 
signed a petition call¬ 
ing on the authority 
to protect it from closure. 

The former Great British Menu judge 
and her new husband the Scottish designer 
John Playfair paid a visit to the gallery on 
Saturday. 

Prue said: “I read somewhere that it 
could close, so I thought we could come and 
have a look. I understand that it may not 
close now which is good. 

Temporary 

“It’s a lovely gallery and there were a lot 
of young people looking around. There are 
some nice exhibits too and a young man 
was giving a guided tour.” 

Prue was influential in getting tempo¬ 
rary art exhibitions set up on the fourth 
plinth at Trafalgar Square, London. 

The couple were visiting the region as 
guests at a Burns Night celebration at 
Weston Park, in Staffordshire, over the 
weekend. 

Back in December, a protest against the 
proposed closure of the New Art Gallery 
saw artists, residents, former art teachers 
and campaigners as well as representatives 
from other arts venues, mental health ser¬ 
vices and children’s services gather in op¬ 
position to the proposed cuts. 

Internationally acclaimed artist Andrew 
Tift, who has worked as a professional art¬ 
ist for more than 20 years, has recently 
pleaded with the council not to close down 
the art gallery through his creation of a 
poster.

Tyres set alight next to motorway

AROUND 20 truck tyres were set 
on fire next to the M6. 

Firefighters were called to waste¬ 
land behind Showcase Cinema 
at Bentley Mill Way, Willenhall, 
where they battled the flames for 
more than an hour. 

Footage taken by a West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service photographer 
captured six-foot tall flames raging 
away in a ditch beside the motor¬ 
way while plumes of white and 
black smoke could be seen by mo¬ 
torists passing junction 10 for Wal¬ 
sall and Wolverhampton. 

Two crews, one from Walsall and 
another from West Bromwich, at¬ 
tended to reports of what was first

thought to be a bush fire yesterday 
at 11.50am. 

The fire service confirmed the 
blaze was later suspected to be 
started on purpose. 


A spokesman said: “We were 
called at 11.52am to the Showcase 
Cinema at Bentley Mill Way, Bent¬ 
ley, Willenhall. The initial call was 
to a bush fire between the cinema 
and motorway. 

“The incident actually involved 
20 truck tyres and various shrub¬ 
bery on fire on waste ground to the 
rear of the cinema car park. 

“We sent two crews from West 
Bromwich and Walsall. They used 
one main water jet. The fire was 
put down as being deliberate. The 
stop message came in for us at 
1.16am.” 

West Midlands Police were in¬ 
formed about the blaze. 


Reduction 
in number 
of officers 
on the beat 

THERE were 163 fewer police officers 
in the West Midlands - a drop of 2.3 per 
cent - over the last year, new figures 
have revealed. 

Official data from the Home Office 
shows there were 6,880 officers pa¬ 
trolling the Black Country and Birming¬ 
ham in September, down from 7,043 12 
months earlier. The force also lost a fifth 
of its police community support officers 
(PCSOs), down from 570 to 450 - a 21 
per cent reduction. 

The figures were released a week after 
it was revealed recorded crime in the 
force area had rocketed by nine per cent. 

Labour Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “These 
figures show the clear need for a fairer 
funding deal for the West Midlands. Re¬ 
cord cuts since 2010 mean we have 163 
fewer officers now than last year. 

“By taking tough decisions on things 
like estates and making efficiencies else¬ 
where we are stabilising numbers. I have 
already announced the recruitment of 
800 police officers, 150 PCSOs and 200 
specialist staff over the next three years. 

“Nevertheless we are still facing cuts 
of £6 million of government grant this 
year on top of the £130m cuts we have 
already faced.” 

The number of police staff - civilian 
workers - at West Midlands Police also 
declined by 37 to 3,082 workers. This 
represented a 1.2 per cent drop. 

The number of special constables - 
volunteer officers - decreased by 97, 
leaving 233 when the data was collected 
in September.

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Borough 
in deal for 
new play 
sessions 

New play centres will launch across 
Sandwell to replace a long-standing 
service which is to close after losing 
out on funding. Sandwell Council has 
agreed a deal with four voluntary 
groups to deliver after-school sessions. 

Concerns were raised by parents 
when it emerged Sandwell Adventure 
Play Association (SAPA) had lost out 
on £300,000 after its application for 
funding was turned down. 

SAPA has been based in the bor¬ 
ough for almost 50 years providing 
childcare services after school and 
during holidays for working parents. 
Council bosses have now confirmed 
the cash will instead be used for a se¬ 
ries of new sessions. 

They will be run by the Murray Hall 
Community in Rowley Regis, The Al¬ 
bion Foundation in Smethwick, Cre¬ 
ative Academies in West Bromwich, 
while Groundwork West Midlands 
will run sessions in Tipton, Oldbury 
and Wednesbury. 

Details of where the sessions will be 
held will be announced over the com¬ 
ing weeks, the council said. Sandwell 
Council leader Steve Eling said: “We 
are absolutely committed to funding 
good quality, well-organised, free play 
sessions for children and we’re now 
finalising arrangements with the suc¬ 
cessful groups to start their new clubs 
and groups at the beginning of April. 

“Unfortunately SAPA was not suc¬ 
cessful in securing this funding. 

“These sessions will now be run in 
all of our towns and will be accessible 
to more children.” 


Sex exploitation 
figures revealed 

POLICE have declared problems with 
children being exploited for sex are no 
worse in Walsall than neighbouring 
areas after it emerged 130 youngsters 
in the borough were ‘at risk’. 

This week Walsall Council revealed 
the number of cases had increased by 
nearly 60 per cent in three months. 

But the authority stated the rise 
was down to better reporting and 
more awareness around the issue. 

A police spokesman said: “All com¬ 
munities are affected by this serious 
crime, though there is no greater 
threat of child sexual exploitation 
in Walsall than anywhere else in 
the region, and West Midlands Po¬ 
lice continues to make great strides 
in identifying and protecting those 
at risk. CSE has traditionally been 
deemed a ’hidden’ crime.”

Fashion tycoon must pay ex-wife £2.7m

MORE than a decade after their di¬ 
vorce, a fashion tycoon’s ex-wife has 
won a £2.7 million stake in his for¬ 
tune after he was condemned as a 
controlling liar. 

Glen Briers, a former teacher from 
Willenhall, built a £30m sports and 
street-wear empire from the family 
garage in the 1980s, starting his busi¬ 
ness with just £81 of his own money. 

By the time he split with fellow 
teacher Nicola Briers in 2002, after 18 
years of marriage and three children, 
the business was turning over £lm a 
year. 


And it has since grown into a major 
fashion chain, with branches country¬ 
wide and incorporating brands Lam- 
bretta and Vision Street wear. 

When the couple divorced, Mr Bri¬ 
ers, aged 61, gave his wife, aged 58, 
£150,000 to pay off the mortgage and 
she kept their £700,000 family home. 
She also got a £10,000-a-year salary, 
plus child maintenance - but he kept 
the business, which is now said to be 
worth £10 million. 

After her relationship with her 
new partner broke down, Mrs Briers 
went to the divorce courts asking for 


more. And in 2015 Judge Mark Rog¬ 
ers handed her a £2.7m slice of her 
ex’s fortune, made up of a £1.6 mil¬ 
lion lump sum and 25 per cent of his 
pension. 

In his ruling, Judge Rogers declared 
Mr Briers ‘a liar’ who tried to play 
down his wealth. 

Mr Briers challenged the judge’s de¬ 
cision at the Court of Appeal, insisting 
his ex-wife should get only £500,000. 
He argued it was far too late for her to 
go back on their ‘clean break. 

But now three senior judges have 
thrown out his complaint.

Primary school in lowest 
rating for a second year

WEAK teaching, work that is too 
easy, poor pupil progress and an in¬ 
effective governing body. 

A Walsall primary school, which has 
more than 300 pupils on its books, has 
been heavily criticised by education 
watchdogs who have given it the lowest 
rating for the second time injwo years. 

Ofstea inspec¬ 
tors went in to 
Edgar Stammers 
in Blakenall in 
November and in 
its report, have 
rated it ‘Inade¬ 
quate’ - the same 
as inspectors did 
after visiting in 
May 2015. Lead¬ 
ership and teach¬ 
ing were two of the main areas singled out for 
criticism with a high staff turnover underlined 
as one of the biggest factors. 

The Ofsted report said: “Leaders have not 
addressed effectively several of the areas for 
improvement identified at the last inspection. 

“The responsibility for advising teachers on 
how to plan lessons and for checking on their 
work has been given to middle leaders, some of 
whom have lacked the confidence and range of 
skills to fulfil these roles effectively. 

“A high turnover of staff has worsened the 
difficulties. The result is that much teaching, 
especially in the older years, remains weak.” 

The level of work for able pupils was deemed 
too easy and students’ progress in English, 
science and mathematics was ruled not good 
enough. The report continued: “Pupils rarely 
develop their writing skills in other subjects. 
Most current pupils, including those who are 
disadvantaged, are not making expected pro¬ 
gress in English and mathematics. Achieve¬ 
ment in science is poor.” 

Governors also came under fire from the 
watchdog which stated: “Although since the 
last inspection governors have become increas¬ 
ingly aware of the school’s strengths and weak¬ 
nesses, they have not identified quickly enough 
when leaders’ strategies were having little or 
no impact.” 

Tricia Bunn, headteacher since January 1, 
said: “The inspection report is disappointing 
but everyone involved in the school is deter¬ 
mined to bring about the required improve¬ 
ments to raise standards and attainment.” 


Newly-criminalised drugs pledge

POLICE have vowed that people 
using newly-criminalised drugs 
face arrest. The West Midlands 
force aims to raise awareness of 
a law change which now sees syn¬ 
thetic cannabis classed as a Class 
B substance. 

The Misuse of Drugs Act 1971 
has been changed to include ‘syn¬ 
thetic cannabinoids’ - substances 
which mimic the effects of canna¬ 
bis, known as Spice and Mamba. 

These drugs are believed to be 


commonly used and officers said 
people could use them, unaware 
of the change in legislation. 

Chf Insp Simon Inglis, who is 
the force lead for drugs and new 
psychoactive substances, said: 
“This law change makes Spice 
and Mamba controlled as Class B 
drugs under the Misuse of Drugs 
Act, MDA. Until recently such 
products were covered by the Psy¬ 
choactive Substances Act, which 
was introduced last year, that 


made production and supply of 
such products criminal offences 
but possession was still not illegal. 

“All of that has now changed 
with the revised legislation and 
the key thing for people to know 
is that possession of these sub¬ 
stances is now a crime. Any 
change in the law takes time to 
bed in and for awareness to grow, 
however people who routinely 
carry these drugs need to change 
their ways - and quick.” 
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People unhappy 
with rail services 

PASSENGER satisfaction with Brit¬ 
ain’s railways has fallen by two 
percentage points over the past 12 
months, new figures show. 

Some 81 per cent of passengers 
were satisfied with their journeys in 
autumn last year, according to a sur¬ 
vey of more than 29,000 people by 
watchdog Transport Focus. 

This compares with 83 per cent in 
autumn 2015. The proportion of pas¬ 
sengers satisfied with punctuality/reli- 
ability dropped from 78 per cent to 73 
per cent compared with autumn 2015. 

Transport Focus chief executive 
Anthony Smith said the results were 
disappointing.

CUSTOMERS and staff at Walsall 
Saddlers Shopping Centre helped 
raised nearly £10,000 for the Royal 
British Legion during last year’s pop¬ 
py appeal. 

The impressive sum, confirmed in 
recent days, came after volunteers 
from the legion were in the centre 
between October 27 and November 
11 selling poppies and collecting do¬ 
nations.

Festival to become bigger and better 


THE Black Country Festival will be¬ 
come bigger and better under agreed 
plans to invest £200,000 in to the 
event and spread it out across all 
four authority areas. 

The three-year plan will see a 
Lye-based Balti Festival, more Black 
Country Beer Festivals and themed 
night and day events. 

The scheme, which will see three 
people employed to focus on the 


event’s expansion, will begin this 
year. It was approved at last week’s 
Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership meeting. The festival 
which started in 2014, celebrates the 
region’s best traditions and attrac¬ 
tions on and around Black Country 
Day on July 14, 

Up until now all this has been 
achieved largely through volunteers, 
but by setting a three-year budget of 


£200,000, three paid staff could be 
employed to help expand the festival. 

Co-organiser of the festival, Steve 
Edwards, said: “Over the last three 
years the festival has been expand¬ 
ing, but to have help through the 
LEP to make it even bigger will be 
absolutely fantastic.” 

The report, presented by Sarah 
Middleton, chief executive of the 
Black Country Consortium Ltd, 


states: “Over the next three years 
Black Country Festival Committee, 
will work throughout 2017 to develop 
existing relationships and forge new 
ones with community groups, busi¬ 
nesses and local councils in Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton with a 
view to developing the Black Country 
Festival in July in these areas, and 
with a view to extending this further 
in 2018.” 


Care agency told it is 
'unresponsive' by CQC

A BLACK Country care 
agency failed to ‘protect 
people from potential 
abuse and harm’, accord¬ 
ing to inspectors. 

Civicare Midlands Ltd, which 
is based on High Road in Wil- 
lenhall, was found by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) to 
be ‘badly led and unresponsive 
to people’s needs’. 

The agency was placed in special 
measures following a CQC visit in 
August - with bosses told to make 
the necessary improvements in six 
months or face further action. 

Inspectors returned in November, 
and a subsequent report said that 
while improvements had been made 
‘they had failed to make sufficient 
improvements overall to improve 
the service and remained in breach 
of multiple regulations’. 

The report said that a person 
under Civicare’s care had told a 
member of staff that they may be 
experiencing abuse, however, this 
information was not taken to police, 
or a senior member of the company. 

After speaking with the com¬ 
pany and the supervisor responsi¬ 
ble, inspectors said they found that 
neither understood the correct pro¬ 
cedures for reporting abuse and pro¬ 
tecting people from harm, the report 
continued. 

Inspectors said that Civicare had 
improved in terms of effectiveness, 
care and responsiveness, but the 
firm would be kept in special meas¬ 
ures and continue to be monitored 
over the next six months. 

The report said: “At the inspec¬ 
tion completed in November 2016 
we found the provider had made im¬ 
provements and was now meeting 
the regulations around providing 
safe and person-centred care.” 

Director Nash Khosla said: “We 
are disappointed with what’s hap¬ 
pened and we are taking things up 
with the CQC. We are not happy 
with the report. We feel there are a 
lot of discrepancies with it between 
how the service is and what has 
been reflected in the report.”

ZINZAN the greyhound has become an honorary All 
Black after taking the same name of a New Zealand 
rugby legend. The three-year-old pooch was named after 
Zinzan Brooke in tribute to the former player’s fund¬ 
raising work for a Walsall greyhound rehoming centre. 

The retired Kiwi number eight, who played 58 tests for 
the All Blacks, teamed up with John Woodward of Wol¬ 
verhampton-based demolition firm C& D Consultancy to 
raise money for Bark Inn Kennels, near Aldridge. 

When the black greyhound arrived at the kennels to 
be rehomed, staff decided to name him after Mr Brooke 
in honour of his fundraising efforts. But it was not long 
before Zinzan found a new home, and within a week of 
his arrival at the kennels he had been adopted. 


Michelle Owen, manager of Bark Inn Kennels, said: 
“We decided to name him Zinzan and we had hoped to 
take a photograph of Zinzan Brooke with Zinzan the 
dog. But he was rehomed so quickly that there wasn’t 
time. It’s great he found a new home so quickly.” 

So far Mr Woodward and Mr Brooke, who have known 
each other for many years, have raised more than £2,000 
for the kennels. They will hold a third fundraiser, An 
Evening With Zinzan Brooke, at the Copthorne Hotel, 
Brierley Hill on February 2, at 7.15pm. 

Money donated from the event will go towards food, 
the maintenance of the kennels, veterinary treatment 
and transport costs. Tickets for the fundraiser cost £50 
plus VAT.

Probe goes 
on after uni 
student in 
crash dies 

POLICE are to carry on their inves¬ 
tigations to find out how a student 
driving back to university died after 
a crash on the M6. 

Demi Nicholson’s car hit the cen¬ 
tral reservation between junction 9 
for Wednesbury 
and junction 10 
for Walsall and 
Wolverhampton 
at about 11.15pm 
on January 6. The 
21-year-old died 
in hospital a day 
later. 

She was driving 
back to university 
in Liverpool after 
spending her Christmas holidays with 
family in Gloucester. 

An inquest was opened at the 
Black Country Coroner’s Court last 
Wednesday and adjourned for police 
to continue their investigation. 

Sgt Alan Hands, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s collision investigation 
unit, said Miss Nicholson had been 
driving in the motorway’s outside 
lane before her car collided with 
the central reservation. It was then 
hit by a BMW, which had also been 
travelling in the same lane. She was 
treated by paramedics and taken to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham but died on January 7. 

The BMW’s driver was due to be 
interviewed by police under caution 
within the next fortnight. 

Sgt Hands said officers have stud¬ 
ied dashcam footage from lorries 
which had been using the motorway 
at the same time as Miss Nicholson. 
The driver of a black car which had 
driving along the M6 is still being 
sought by police to help with their in¬ 
vestigation, he said. 

Senior Black Country coroner Zafar 
Siddique adjourned the inquest until 
March 8.

Homes for 
over-55s to 
be built by 
year's end 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to 
build more than 60 homes for people 
aged over 55 in the Black Country 
will be complete this year. 

Walsall-based housing firm whg 
is building 66 homes on Carl Street 
in Leamore, Walsall, at a develop¬ 
ment known as Keelson Pointe. The 
homes will only be available to those 
55 or over.

Plans to open at least 20 new 
pub-restaurants and bars and five 
lodges in the current financial year 
are on track.

Children identified as 
being 'at risk' top 100 


MORE than 100 children in Walsall 
have been identified as being at risk 
of sexual exploitation. 

Four of the 130 youngsters are consid¬ 
ered to be at the ‘highest level’ of risk. 
Walsall Council bosses, who released the 
figures, have said the issue is a priority. 

The number relates to how many children 
were identified as ‘at risk’ between October 
and December last year. 

The authority said 82 of those were known in 
the previous three-month period - meaning a 
significant increase of 48 new cases. In 16 of the 
cases the level of risk was said to have lowered. 
Councillor Rose Burley, for children’s services, 
said: “The issue of child sexual exploitation 
(CSE) is seen as a national and council priority 
and we take that and our response to this risk 
very seriously in Walsall. 

“There are many different methods and ap¬ 
proaches to sexually exploit children and young 
people and more often than not, the child may 
not even be aware they’re being abused. Chil¬ 
dren can be abused no matter what their back¬ 
ground is, culture or where they live.” 

Undergo 

The authority has said the reason for the in¬ 
crease in new cases is down to a better aware¬ 
ness of child sexual exploitation. 

Councillor Burley said: “Our local safe¬ 
guarding children board delivers training and 
awareness raising sessions for professionals 
and volunteers who work directly with, or 
who may come into contact with, children and 
young people. It helps them become the ‘eyes 
and ears’ across Walsall to this risk. All elected 
members also undergo this training. 

“This training has resulted in more children 
who are at a lower level of risk being identi¬ 
fied earlier on, which enables us to work with 
them, their parents and carers to keep them 
safe. Children’s and adults social care teams, 
together with our partners, are working to sup¬ 
port children, young people and their parents 
to ensure they are aware of the dangers, kept 
safe and are not further exposed to this risk.” 

A report states: “Walsall Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board continues to provide leadership in 
this area. Partners across Walsall have made 
significant progress in embedding processes 
and practice that will enable children and 
young people who are at risk of, or are being 
sexually exploited, to be identified and sup¬ 
ported.”

Former Walsall 
Archdeacon dies 

THE first Archdeacon of Walsall has 
died. Tony Sadler, 80, had been ill for 
some time and he died on January 16. 

He was ordained in Lichfield in 
1962 and served in churches all across 
the diocese. 

Then in 1997 he 
became the first 
Archdeacon of 
Walsall. He held 
the post until his 
retirement in 2004 
when he moved to 
Wales. Tributes 
have been paid to 
Mr Sadler. 

Right Rev Mi¬ 
chael Bourke, former Bishop of Wol¬ 
verhampton, said: “He was the ideal 
person to establish this new role. A 
man of great pastoral gifts and deep 
spirituality, he quickly won the confi¬ 
dence of the clergy and parishes.” 

His funeral is at Lichfield Cathedral 
at 2pm on February 7. 

Sickness bug 
closes school 

PUPILS and staff were told to stay at 
home for two days after a sickness bug 
broke out at a Walsall academy. 

The West Walsall E-ACT Academy, 
in Primley Avenue, was closed on 
Tuesday and Wednesday last week. 

It has 622 pupils on its roll and is 
run by E-ACT, which operates 24 
free schools or academies across the 
country. They include the Willen- 
hall E-ACT Academy and Reeds wood 
E-ACT Primary Academy in Bentley 
Drive, Walsall. 

An E-ACT spokesman said the 
academy had informed parents. “West 
Walsall E-ACT Academy has been 
closed temporarily due to a sickness 
bug. Parents and pupils have been 
informed through text message, letter 
and email.” The academy said it would 
re-open to staff and pupils today. 

Railway disruption 
after signal fault 

A SIGNALLING fault at Walsall rail¬ 
way station caused afternoon disrup¬ 
tion to services travelling through 
the town. The incident happened at 
2.30pm last Wednesday. London Mid¬ 
land confirmed many of its services 
were disrupted with some trains be¬ 
ing stopped at Tame Bridge. 

The operator advised people in 
Walsall trying to get to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton that they would have to try and 
get to Tame Bridge or alternatively 
New Street. Normal services were 
not able to resume until after 4pm. It 
followed widespread disruption on the 
lines when a lorry ploughed into a rail 
bridge in Blake Street in Four Oaks. 

HSBC branch to close 

HSBC in Market Place, Willenhall, 
is to close on May 12 as part of the 
bank’s latest wave of closures. The 
branch is one of 62 to close by the 
end of 2017 along with ones in Chase 
Terrace and the Castle Bromwich 
and Balsall Common branches in Bir¬ 
mingham.

Speed fines 
hike needs 
to trap the 
boy racers 

TOUGHER laws for motorists come into 
force from April, with really stiff fines for 
the worst offenders. 

For example, people caught speeding 
at 50mph in a 30mph zone can expect to 
be fined £1,000, with fines rising to up to 
£2,500 for the worst cases. 

And to be blunt, I don’t see the prob¬ 
lem with it. Ok, driving bans for people 
doing llmph over the limit seem a bit 
excessive, but I guess we’ll just have to 
be careful. 

Driving at 50mph in a built-up area is 
selfish, irresponsible, and dangerous. If 
it is sensibly enforced, those caught de¬ 
serve to be hit in the pocket. 

That is a big ‘if, though. These things 
are never sensibly enforced. 

I remember some time, about 15 years 
ago or so, there was a stretch of road in 
Cannock where the speed limit changed 
suddenly from 50mph to 30. 

And you’ve guessed it, within a few 
yards of the sign was a carefully-con¬ 
cealed speed camera. A friend who 
worked in the area said it was well known 
to locals, and was always catching peo¬ 
ple out. 

And that is the trouble with this sort 
of thing. I’m all in favour of throwing the 
book at self-centred boy racers with a 
casual disregard for public safety. If you 
ask me, fining them £2,500 is nowhere 
near enough. You can put ’em in the 
stocks and make ’em watch Howard’s 
Way for all I care. I can be really sadistic 
like that. 

But it never works out like that does it? 
Targeting the bad guys takes time, effort 
and money. 

And “road safety partnerships” always 
seem more motivated by “working with 
partners in local government” to set up 
confusing new road layouts with onerous 
speed limits, which generate funds “to 
invest in other road safety measures”. In 
other words, more cameras. 

Expect to see more pensioners and 
working people being hit with crippling 
fines as they get caught out by new 
speed limits and hidden cameras. Mean¬ 
while, the boy racers quickly work out 
where the speed traps are and move on 
to somewhere else.

The man of iron who 
helped build Britain

A new book by Julian Glover 
hails Thomas Telford as 
Britain’s greatest ever engineer 


“TELFORD, for people on the 
move” went the early slogan for the 
new town created in Shropshire in 
the late 1960s. 

And it turns out that that slogan cap¬ 
tured much of the spirit of the great en¬ 
gineer after whom the town was named. 

“He was always moving on,” says Julian 
Glover, who has written a major new bi¬ 
ography of Thomas Telford which has just 
been published and is BBC Radio 4 Book of 
the Week. “His life was all about movement. 
Never settled, always restless.” 

His book, called Man of Iron, hails Thomas 
Telford as a British great. 

“I think Telford has been overlooked a little 
bit. He was Britain’s greatest civil engineer,” 
said Julian. 

“Telford was a really significant figure in 
the creation of our country and our history 
and in shaping the skills of engineering which 
went on to change the world. 

“My book tells the story of who he was, 
where he came from, and what he created. 
That’s what I’ve tried to write, not just about 
structures and engineering, but the impact on 
his world.” 

Telford was not a Salopian, and neither is 
Julian, but as his parents have a home at Dit- 
ton Priors, near Bridgnorth, and he grew up 
knowing Telford’s name. 

In doing his research, he began at the place 
where ‘Tammy Telfer’ was born in humble cir¬ 
cumstances, the son of an Eskdale shepherd in 
Dumfries, Scotland. 

“I thought there was an extraordinary jour¬ 
ney from a boy on the Scottish borders who 
might have spent his whole life looking after 
sheep, to a man who came to Shropshire and 
built great canals and the Pontcysyllte aque¬ 
duct. 

“I began to explore his story and look in the 


archives, a lot of which are in London. 

“People who met him were impressed by 
two things. One was that he was very practi¬ 
cal. He was proud of where he came from and 
did not try to put on airs and graces, or spend 
money or buy a big house when successful. He 
was always proud of being a shepherd boy. 

Jolly 

“They saw him as strong and solid, not a 
fancy city person. The second thing they saw 
was that he was very good company, big, bluff, 
with a broad face. A lot of hair, did not dress 
up in flash clothes, very jolly with a lot of anec¬ 
dotes, and friendly and generous. He gave a lot 
of money away. And he was absolutely driven, 
really hard working.” 

It was in Shropshire that Telford made his 
name, says Julian, and many of the best pro¬ 
jects he worked on can still be found in the 


county, or nearby in Wales or the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

He arrived in the county in late 1786, doing 
reconstruction at Shrewsbury Castle, and was 
soon busy with a wide range of projects, from 
building bridges and churches to doing exca¬ 
vations at Wroxeter Roman City, and had the 
role of county surveyor. 

He designed Bridgnorth’s neo-classical 
Church of St Mary Magdalene and the unu¬ 
sual octagonal church of St Michael’s at Made- 
ley. 

After River Severn floods caused havoc in 
Shropshire and Worcestershire, he designed 
bridges for Buildwas, Bridgnorth and Bewdley. 

He found fame as a builder of roads, bridges 
and canals. His major projects included linking 
the East and West coasts of Scotland via the 
Caledonian Canal and he also transformed the 
canal network in Birmingham and the Black 


Country. 

One of his final projects was Galton Bridge 
at Smethwick, named after Samuel Galton of 
Birmingham’s Lunar Society of pioneer indus¬ 
trialists. Built to Telford’s design in 1829, the 
cast iron road bridge with its single span of 
151 feet was a marvel of the later Georgian 
age. It spans James Brindley’s canal, which 
Telford had improved, and still stands near 
the rail station which is named after it. 

Although Shropshire was his home, he did 
not have a Shropshire home as such. 

“The question of where Telford lived is a 
challenging one. He lived where the work was. 
Early on he did stay in the castle and letters 
are written in the castle. 

“He stayed a lot of time in Ellesmere where 
he always kept a sort of office in the canal com¬ 
pany offices there. It was not a home. It was a 
place I imagine he kept some of his clothes or 
belongings. 

“He would often stay with Archibald Alison 
at his rectory somewhere near Market Dray¬ 
ton.” 

As part of his research Julian, who lives in 
London, delved into archives at the Ironbridge 
Gorge Museum’s Museum of Iron, and came to 
see some of the structures for which Telford 
was responsible in the county, such as the iron 
aqueduct at Longdon-on-Tern. 

“I think the Longdon aqueduct is amazing 
because it’s so early and looks like a com¬ 
pletely modern thing. 

Suspension 

“Two other favourites are both in Wales. 
One is the Menai Bridge, the world’s first big 
suspension bridge. And then the other one is 
Pontcysyllte aqueduct just over the border, 
which is a World Heritage Site. When you go 
to see it, it never disappoints.” 

As for the town which bears Telford’s name, 
Julian says he has seen it grow, and has been 
struck by two things - the success in landscap¬ 
ing an industrial environment and the respect 
shown for the industrial heritage of the area. 

“It did not try to hide from the past. It was 
unusual at the time for a town to do that. 

“A lot of places in Britain neglected their 
past, Telford cherished it.”

Dog Phoebe’s skills not to be sniffed at

SNIFFER dogs who hunt out hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds worth 
of illegal tobacco and cash every year 
wowed shoppers with their skills. 

Talented spaniels Phoebe, Scamp 
and Yo Yo are used by Black Country 
councils to sniff out criminal property 
and met shoppers outside a Brown- 
hills supermarket. They were taken 
to Tesco in Silver Street to meet shop¬ 
pers by their handler Stuart Phillips. 
He said: “It is all a game to them.” 

He said the raids he is called out 
to with his dogs usually find between 
£10,000 and £50,000 of contraband 
every week. He works closely with 


Central England Trading Standards 
Association (CEnTSA), a group of 14 
local authorities from the region. 

Mr Phillips, from Pembrokeshire, 
said: “In one raid in Wolverhampton 
we found £150,000’s worth (of illegal 
tobacco). Unfortunately there is a big 
problem with illegal tobacco in the 
West Midlands.” 

They were accompanied on another 
visit by Walsall Council’s portfolio 
holder for public protection Council¬ 
lor Julie Fitzpatrick. She said: “Wal¬ 
sall Council takes the issue of illicit 
tobacco very seriously indeed. In the 
last year Trading Standards Walsall 


carried out five operations with dogs 
in the borough to sniff out illicit to¬ 
bacco. This translates into 106,561 
illegal cigarettes and 998 packets of 
rolling tobacco seized. Highly trained 
dogs like Yo Yo, Phoebe and Scamp do 
an amazing job to help protect us from 
this menace. 

“Illicit products like this are not 
only very damaging to your health, 
but can damage communities too. Il¬ 
legal money made from it can support 
serious crime - and at a local level the 
illicit tobacco is more readily available 
to young people and underage buyers 
because it is sold more cheaply.”

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We will not give up on 
people of Walsall, vow

WALSALL Council will not 
‘give up on the people of 
Walsall’ despite present and 
impending financial difficul¬ 
ties faced by the authority, a 
councillor has said. 

Councillor Ian Shires, who rep¬ 
resents Willenhall North, has 
said he believes that by 2020, the 
authority will be getting ‘virtual¬ 
ly no support’ from the Govern¬ 
ment, who he claims will have 
‘virtually washed its hands of all 
responsibility for supporting local 
services’ by that time. 

As the council looks to finalise its 
budget for the next four years, which 
is set to be agreed next month, council¬ 
lor Shires claims that he feels the bor¬ 
ough will be ‘going it alone’ after 2020 
and said that he hopes the authority 
will look to ensure it spends ‘every 
penny’ wisely in the future. 

Desperate 

Drastic cuts are looming over the 
borough at present, with the cash- 
strapped council poised to axe The 
New Art Gallery alongside museums, 
libraries and youth services in a des¬ 
perate bid to save £85 million over four 
years, including £31m in the next fi¬ 
nancial year. 

Council leader Sean Coughlan also 
refused to rule out cutting hundreds of 
council jobs and calling for a referen¬ 
dum to raise council tax by more than 
3.99 per cent when the first budget 
proposals were released last October. 

Councillor Shires said: “By 2020 
Walsall Council will be getting virtu¬ 
ally no support from the Government. 
The council will have to rely on local 
council tax and business rates. 

“Theresa May’s Government will 
have virtually washed its hands of all 


responsibility for supporting local ser¬ 
vices. 

“Their grant funding to local coun¬ 
cils which is used to pay for bin collec¬ 
tions, school crossing patrols, libraries, 
social workers, foster parents, street 
cleaning, road repairs and much, much 
more will have been removed entirely 

“Going it alone should not mean 
that we should give up on the people 
of Walsall. 

“The new coalition administration 
needs to put in place the changes 
that will necessarily change the way 


in which the council delivers its ser¬ 
vices.” 

Residents have called for senior 
staff and executives to have their pay 
slashed instead of controversial coun¬ 
cil tax changes being enforced. 

Calls have also been made to reduce 
the number of councillors in the bor¬ 
ough as an alternative to heaping the 
pressure on Walsall’s poorest families. 

Councillor Shires said: “We will now 
do what we can to incorporate some of 
the alternative views you have put for¬ 
ward in your responses.”

THE most successful girls’ school 
football team in Walsall look set to 
storm a major football tournament 
- if it can raise money to take part. 

Millfield Primary School’s Years 5 
and 6 team sit atop the Walsall Pri¬ 
mary Football Girls’ League Divi¬ 
sion One.

An¬ 
other of the school’s best players 
is Leila Burford, 10, who currently 
plays for West Bromwich Albion. 

Also the school’s Year 4 teacher, 
Mr Stacey added: “They have 
worked, worked, worked. They 
said: ‘we don’t feel fit enough.’ They 
said, ‘can we do swimming before 
school?”’ So now the girls now start 
swimming at 7.30am once a week 
and have special fitness sessions 
twice a week in an effort to boost 
their football skills.

A WALSALL takeaway which de¬ 
scribes itself as ‘the best’ has 
been shut down because of an 
‘extensive’ mice infestation. 

While a second take-out restaurant, 
this time in Willenhall, must now 
pay a court bill of almost £2,000 after 
failing to tackle an infestation of the 
pests. 

Pizza Cottage, on Caldmore Road, Cald- 
more, was forced to close after environmen¬ 
tal officers found the infestation. 

It served the premises with an emergency 
and immediate closure order, which has up¬ 
held by magistrates when it was brought to 
Walsall Magistrates Court days later. 

The takeaway, which served pizzas, ke¬ 
babs and burgers, has a slogan on its web¬ 
site saying: ‘You have tried the rest now try 
the best’. 

It was visited by Walsall Council envi¬ 
ronmental officers and the premises was 
immediately served with an emergency pro¬ 
hibition order and forced to close. Walsall 
Council described the find as an ‘extensive 
infestation of mice’. 

Prosecution 

The case and the prohibition order was 
taken to Walsall Magistrates Court on 
January 19, where magistrates upheld the 
council’s decision to have the premises shut 
down. 

Also appearing at court was Beijing 
House, based on Bloxwich Road South, in 
Willenhall, where its owner, Xiao Guo Cai, 
was fined £400 and ordered to pay prose¬ 
cution costs of £1,500 after pleading guilty 
to inadequate procedures to control a pest 
(mouse) infestation. 

Cai apologised to the court for commit¬ 
ting the offence and promised magistrates 
it would not happen again. 

However after hearing the facts of the 
case and the mitigation put forward, the 
magistrates expressed their disappoint¬ 
ment that Cai had been cooking and pre¬ 
paring food in such unhygienic conditions. 

As well as the fine of £400 and the prose¬ 
cution costs of £1,500, Cai was also ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge of £40, bringing 
the total to £1,940. 

Pizza Cottage, which was last rated in 
July 2015, has a rating of two saying im¬ 
provements are necessary. Beijing House 
has never been rated.

Drugs won't 
work concern 
on antibiotics 


Information plea 
on former mayor 


MORE than 350 people across the Black Country have backed a 
campaign aimed at protecting antibiotics for future generations by 
preventing them from becoming obsolete. 

Health organisations are actively working to spread the message about the 
need to use antibiotics responsibly to ensure they can continue to be effective. 
Setting broken bones, basic operations even chemotherapy all require antibiot¬ 
ics that work. But there is now a growing list of infections such as pneumonia 
and blood poisoning that are becoming increasingly harder to treat. 

This is because some of 
the drugs previously used 
no longer work. In Wol¬ 
verhampton, awareness is 
being raised through the 
Wolverhampton Together - 
Protecting our Antibiotics 
campaign. This has seen the 
Royal Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust (RWT) join forces 
with Wolverhampton CCG, 
Wolverhampton council’s 
public health team and NHS 
England. 

They encouraging both 
the public and health work¬ 
ers to show their support by 
signing up to become an an¬ 
tibiotic guardian and make 
a pledge about how they can 
personally prevent infec¬ 
tions and make better use of 
antibiotics. So far more than 
350 people have signed up. 

Expectation 

New Cross Hospital 
boss David Loughton said: 
“We’re now seeing the ef¬ 
fects of 25 to 30 years ago 
when people would go to 
GPs and be given antibiot¬ 
ics when they didn’t really 
need them. If we don’t doing 
do something about it now, 
we will have less and less 
antibiotics that work and 
we will not be able to treat 
patients properly.” 

Ros Jervis, director of 
public health for Wolver¬ 
hampton, said: “There is 
an expectation among some 
patients that if they go to 
their GP, they will be going 
to be given antibiotics. This 
is what we want to change. 
Antibiotics don’t work 
against infections caused by 
viruses so it’s no good tak¬ 
ing them for a cold.” 

Anyone can become an 
antibiotic guardian and the 
national campaign has so 
far been backed by almost 
44,000 patients and health 
professionals.

Mother jailed for burglary 
following row over money 


AMOTHER-of-one has been jailed for more 
than three years after burgling a woman’s 
home in a row over money. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
Kacey Moncreiffe, of Birmingham Road, 
Oldbury, targeted the address at Clews 
Close, Walsall, on July 30 last year. 

The 21-year-old broke into the house 
while children were still inside. She stole 
a large quantity of cash and high value 
clothing. Five months earlier the defendant 
had carried out a sophisticated fraud at the 
luxury London department store Harrods, 
revealed Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting. 

She and accomplices used a fake bank 
card to buy £1,400 worth of the store’s gift 
cards. But a sales girl became suspicious and 


alerted security staff who detained them. 
A subsequent search of a vehicle parked 
outside the store, revealed a £10,000 haul 
of further gift cards. Mr Edwards said the 
women had not been charged with a crim¬ 
inal offence linked to these further cards, 
but that a criminal investigation was under 
way to establish where they had come from. 

Mr Harbinder Lally, defending, said Mon- 
crieffe was truly remorseful and regretful. 

Victim impact statements read out at the 
start of sentencing heard how the family 
‘sometimes felt scared’ about being in their 
own home after the burglary. Moncreiffe 
pleaded guilty to fraud and was found guilty 
of burglary after a trial and was jailed for a 
total of three and a half years.

Fatal mix of 
drugs and 
drink led to

Stephen Pinner, aged 42, from Castlefort Road, 
was found dead by a dog walker on playing fields in 
Coseley, in the early hours of November 16. Drug

A conclusion of a 
drugs-related death was 
given. Mr Pinner’s brother, 
Lee Knowles, spoke of him 
as being as charitable, com¬ 
passionate person who was 
a Christian and talented 
musician. The hearing was 
told he had also recently 
returned from rehab in 
Derby and appeared to have 
started to ‘clean himself up’. 

Mr Knowles said: “He was 
a really happy go lucky guy 
who was always centre of 
attention and found himself 
in the Christian faith and 
was baptised four years ago. 
He was a fantastic musician 
and very artistic. He would 
always be there for others. 
But his downside was the 
alcohol. The last time I saw 
him he had his head in the 
bible and was well.” 

Black Country Coroners 
Court heard how Mr Pinner 
had been out with a friend 
on November 15 and they 
were ‘drinking and purchas¬ 
ing various drugs’. 

The following morning 
just before 7.30am a dog 
walker found him lying face 
down unconscious on the 
playing fields off The Cast- 


) his body.

ings estate. It was thought 
that he may have been walk¬ 
ing through to get to his bus 
stop. A full body search was 
carried out by police officers 
and no signs of injuries were 
found. He was identified 
from his travel ID card and 
bible, the inquest heard. 

A post mortem found 
that there was evidence of 
a number of different drugs 
and alcohol in his system. 
The cause of death given 
was heroin and morphine 
toxicity. Senior Coroner 
Zafar Siddique said: “The 
drugs and alcohol all com¬ 
bined together have gave a 
fatal cocktail mix. 

“These combined effects 
led to a respiratory depres¬ 
sion that sadly led to his 
death. It is very clear that 
he was loved dearly by his 
family and friends.” 

Ray Morris, from the 
Hope Church in West Bro¬ 
mwich which Mr Pinner 
used to attend, said: “I have 
known him for about four 
years and he was dedicated 
to his faith.”

Wolves in Wolves will see 30 fibre-glass 
wolf sculptures installed around the city 
and West Park at points of interest, allow¬ 
ing people to explore Wolverhampton’s 
best attractions. 

Council leaders have backed the project 
as a ‘great’ initiative for the city and hope 
the sculptures will be able to bring new 
visitors to parts of the city. 

And the Kidderminster artists making 
the sculptures have revealed a glimpse of 
how they could look with pictures from 
the studio. The project has drawn com¬ 
parisons with The Big Hoot that captured 
the imagination in Birmingham during 
2015, where owl sculptures were located 
throughout the city. 

The art project will be the largest of 
its kind to take place around Wolver¬ 
hampton. Kevin O’Keefe, director of gov¬ 
ernance, said: “City of Wolverhampton 
Council are delighted to be able to support 
Wolves in Wolves project, this is great op¬ 
portunity to bring together businesses, 
residents and visitors to create something 
really exciting and vibrant for the city.” 

Artists from the city have been invited 
to submit designs to be featured on the 
wolf sculptures. Schoolchildren will also 
be encouraged to take part in the project 
by designing artwork for smaller sculp¬ 
tures. 

The wolf sculptures will be fixed onto 
plinths and stand six feet once installed 
around the city. Each one will form part 
of a trail looping around the heart of 
Wolverhampton. They will be made by a

Kidderminster firm and the design will be 
unveiled March. Project organisers Out¬ 
side Centre, a local Wolverhampton based 
charity hope to get household names in¬ 
volved in the project. 

Among the locations where the sculp¬ 


tures could be located include Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre, The Way Youth 
Zone and the Express & Star. There will 
also be two in West Park. 

The exact locations for each wolf are 
still being worked on. 


Twenty pence spread 
in town’s fuel prices 
according to figures 


THE cheapest and most expensive petrol 
stations in Walsall have been revealed. 

The figures from PetrolPrices.com show 
there is more than 20p per litre of fuel differ¬ 
ence between the cheapest and most costly ga¬ 
rages in the area. 

In Walsall, Ablewell Service Station, Ablewell 
Street, proved to be the cheapest for unleaded petrol, 
costing £1.157 per litre, whilst the cheapest for diesel 
was Morrisons, Wallows Lane, where it costs £1.177. 

The most expensive garage proved to be in Aldridge 
where unleaded petrol was priced at £1.259, although 
PetrolPrices.com didn’t confirm which garage that 
was. 

Ninder Johal, member of the Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership and former president of the 
Black Country Chamber of Commerce, said: “For 
about a year or so we really did enjoy low prices at 
the pump. I think prices will go up because of a few 
factors. Firstly the oil companies have reduced the 
supply, meaning there is less to fill a higher demand. 

“Also, with Brexit, the currency has devalued 
which means the price we pay for oil is more. The 


majority of the money we pay for fuel is taxation by 
the UK government. I would recommend to anyone 
in the Black Country and South Staffordshire to shop 
around to get their fuel at the right price.” 

Across the whole of the Black Country and South 
Staffordshire, the cheapest station for unleaded pet¬ 
rol was at the Asda garage off Queslet Road in Great 
Barr, where unleaded petrol costs £1.147 per litre. 

The cheapest garage for diesel at Sainsbury’s, by 
the Orbital in Cannock, where it costs £1.169 per 
litre. The BP station at Norton Canes Services M6 
Toll came out as the most expensive in the area, 
costing £1.349 per litre of unleaded petrol and diesel 
costing £1.369. 

Forty litres of fuel at the most expensive garage 
would cost £54.76, compared to £45.88 at the cheap¬ 
est garage. 

The data was taken from the average prices of the 
petrol stations from the week commencing January 9 
and Jason Lloyd ofPetrolPrices.com called for people 
to look to get the best deal in the area. 

He added: “According to our data, the cheapest 
area for fuel around is Sandwell, with an average 
price over the last week of 114.7p per litre.

It's vintage finish 
for costume drama 


A MUCH-LOVED clothes 
shop, frequented by rock- 
world royalty, is closing its 
doors after 43 years. 

Trisha’s Vintage Clothing in 
Wolverhampton has been the 
must-go-to shop for musicians 
appearing at the Civic Hall. 

Customers calling in for a leather 
jacket or faux fur waistcoat might 
well find Roy Wood or Motorhead’s 
Lemmy mooching through the 
same rails. At the helm of the tiny 
emporium for all that time has 
been the eternally fabulous Trisha 
Uccellini, still a rock chick. 

Despite being past retirement 
age, she is shutting shop not out of 
choice but to be with her son Marco 
a website designer who has been 
diagnosed with a serious illness. 

The location in Blossoms Fold, 
off Darlington Street, was perfect 
for such a business but its proxim¬ 
ity to the Civic was merely a happy 
accident, it turns out. 

“I was very choosy about the lo¬ 
cation,” says Trisha. “It had to be

in one of Wolverhampton’s lovely 
Victorian folds. It seemed to be in 
keeping with the vintage theme, 
although when I started out, I was 
selling all my own designs with 
only the odd bit of Victoriana.” 

That was in January 1974 and 
actress Gabrielle Drake, who was 
appearing in panto at The Grand 
with Trisha’s musician husband 
Georgio, performed the official 
opening. 

Trisha turned to retail after 
years of touring with Giorgio in 
Europe. She was bright, a former 
student of King Edward’s School 
in Camp Hill, Birmingham, where 
she grew up, but not academic, she 
says. The family moved to Wol¬ 
verhampton when she was 14 and 
even then there were signs that she 
was destined for a career in fash¬ 
ion. She was developing her own 
individual style, getting into trou¬ 
ble for wearing a dufflecoat over 


her school uniform. Her years on 
the road with Georgio, who had his 
own band at the time, later joining 
60s pop groups The Fourmost and 
Freddie and The Dreamers, sowed 
the seeds of her later career. 

She started making stage out¬ 
fits - flamboyant shirts and flared 
trousers - for her husband’s band, 
and then for other musicians on 
the gigging circuit. Young people 
flocked to her shop - there was 
nothing like it in Wolverhampton 
- but she couldn’t keep up with 
demand, eventually forced to give 
up making her own stock to buy in. 

Keeping it authentic she used to 
travel to New York and Los Ange¬ 
les to buy her gear. “ Ironically I 
used to get a lot of American bands 
making a special pilgrimage to my 
shop for clothes that I’d bought in 
America,” she says. 

Eventually she became as well 
known among the rock community 
as some of her customers.Famous 
bands to grace her boutique have 
been Whitesnake, W.A.S.P., Skin- 
dred, Steel Panther, Echo and the 
Bunnymen, the list goes on.

Plea for more parades 
cash snubbed by chiefs

PLEAS for Walsall Council 
to hand over more money so 
Remembrance Day Parades 
can go ahead this year are 
being resisted with bosses 
saying the authority’s deci¬ 
sion will not change. 

Parades had been under threat 
last year after West Midlands 
Police said it would no longer be 
providing officers for traffic man¬ 
agement duties. 

However in December, Walsall 
Council’s cabinet agreed to provide 30 
per cent of traffic management costs, 
up to a cap of £1,000 per parade, for 
the years 2017, 2018 and 2019, with 
the contribution being reviewed in the 
financial year 2019/20. 

Despite this, calls are now being 
made for the council to increase that 
provision to 50 per cent, with the av¬ 
erage cost for organising the parades 
coming in at around £4,250, according 
to a petitioner who has collected more 
than 600 signatures backing their re¬ 
quest in just over a week. 

Estimated 

An e-petition, which was set up 
by Tam Miller, a member of Walsall 
Council’s Remembrance Day Working 
Group currently has 658 backers. 

Councillor Gary Perry, who is vice 
chairman of the Pelsall Royal British 
Legion and also a member of the work¬ 
ing group, said estimated costs given 
to parade organisers for hiring staff to 
carry out traffic management duties 
didn’t include 20 per cent VAT, leav¬ 
ing them with a mountain to climb. 

He said: “The situation is simple 
that while we obviously appreciate the 
efforts the council have made, the esti¬ 
mates we were given and the ones we 
are getting now are different because 
the original estimates did not include 
VAT. I hope we can reach a conclusion 


on this because I have said many times 
in the past, this is the one issue where 
we should all be united on and work 
together to make sure these parades 
happen.” 

Council leader Sean Coughlan has 
said that he is ‘disappointed’ that the 
working group is seeking to reopen the 
funding debate following the decision 
made in December. 

He said: “Members of the Working 
Party had the opportunity to call in or 
freeze the cabinet decision. 

“They did not do so and therefore, I 
am disappointed to hear that the Re¬ 
membrance Day Working Group met 
last week and is seeking to reopen a 
debate on the funding and arrange¬ 
ment of future parades in the borough. 


“My cabinet agreed a solution in De¬ 
cember. That was a difficult decision 
for two reasons - firstly, we have been 
placed in this position by the police 
changing their policy and leaving it 
to others to fill that gap and secondly, 
this council faces £86m of savings over 
four years. 

“We did not have a budget for these 
parades but have prioritised that ex¬ 
penditure for the next three years so 
we can give some certainty to event 
organisers to plan and fundraise for 
their events.” 

The council leader pointed to work 
he is doing himself with the Willenhall 
Royal British Legion in terms of fund¬ 
raising to offer an example up to other 
groups.

THE Royal Air Force Mu¬ 
seum at Cosford cele¬ 
brates the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of its award-winning 
National Cold War Exhi¬ 
bition next week, giving 
visitors close-up access 
to some of the aircraft on 
show. 

The celebration takes place 
onTuesday, February 7 from 
10am to 4pm at the museum. 

The £12.5 million landmark 
building and exhibition was offi¬ 
cially opened in 2007 by HRH The

Princess Royal and was attended 
by VIP guests including the Rt Hon 
Baroness Thatcher. 

To mark the milestone, visitors 
are invited to join museum staff 
and volunteers for a special event 
that will see a number of Cold War 
aircraft opened for exclusive close 
up access, including the Vickers 
Valiant B1 and the Handley Page 
Victor K2. 

Both aircraft are being opened 
to the public for the very first time

Baroness Thatcher was in attendance at the opening 


and the Cosford team hope avia¬ 
tion fans will seize the opportunity 
to step on board two of Britain’s 
nuclear strike force aircraft, which 
played a vital role during the critical 
Cold War years. 

The Valiant was the first of 
Bomber Command’s V class air¬ 
craft and established Britain’s air¬ 
borne nuclear deterrent force be¬ 
fore pioneering operational in-flight 
refuelling in the Royal Air Force. 
Not only was it the first V-Bomb- 
er to enter service, it was also the 
first to drop an operational British 
nuclear weapon over Christmas Is¬ 
land in 1957. 

Utilised 

The Victor was designed and 
in service as a strategic nuclear 
bomber, some were converted to 
in-flight refuelling tankers and re¬ 
mained in service until 1993. 

Victors were heavily utilised in 
the 1982 Falklands campaign and 
the 1991 Gulf War before retiring 
from service in 1993. 

Both aircraft now reside at the 
RAF Museum Cosford, displayed 
alongside the Hawker Siddeley 
Vulcan B2 and dominate the upper 
level of the National Cold War Ex¬ 
hibition. 

Other Cold War aircraft and vehi¬ 
cles being opened to the public for 
the anniversary event will include 
the General Dynamics F-111F-

“Since its opening in 2007, over 
3.2 million visitors have passed 
through its doors and interest in 
the exhibition and the museum has 
remained consistent ever since.

IT STARTED nearly five dec¬ 
ades ago with a crack of 
thunder, a distant bell ring¬ 
ing and then a monstrous riff 
that shook the earth. 

In that moment Heavy Met¬ 
al was born, created by a young 
band from Birmingham. 

And now it’s come full circle, draw¬ 
ing to an end with the final eight 
shows ever by Black Sabbath. Ozzy 
Osbourne, Tony lommi and Geezer 
Butler are returning home to close 
the final chapter in the final volume 
of the incredible Black Sabbath story. 

Sabbath’s farewell tour, The End, 
is currently wowing fans all over Eu¬ 
rope, surpassing all previous tours 
with their most mesmerising produc¬ 
tion ever. 

Arena 

It will culminate in two nights 
in their home town at the Genting 
Arena, Birmingham, with gigs last 
night (Thursday) and the big finale 
on Saturday. 

And when the tour concludes, it 
will truly be The End - of one of the 
most legendary bands in rock ‘n’ roll 
history. 

Singer Ozzy is aware of the band’s 
mortality. Following a short period 
that took away Lemmy, David Bowie, 
Prince and others, he’s aware that all 
things must end. 

“Lemmy, man,” he says. “That 
broke my heart. If someone was to 
say to me, ‘what’s your depiction of 
the heavy metal rock star?’, I’d say 
Lemmy Kilmister.” 

Ozzy has had more than his fair 
share of brushes with the Grim 
Reaper. He’s been down but not out. 
“Oh, f***ing hell have I. Just ask 


my family. I’ve nearly died loads. 
I’ve had several stomach pumps, my 
heart stopped twice when I broke my 
neck on a quad bike. Every time I got 
stoned and drunk, I didn’t get tipsy I 
got mashed. 

“I haven’t drunk for three years, I 
haven’t smoked for 12 years, I don’t 
do drugs any time. It’s cool.” 

The band no longer features found¬ 
ing drummer Bill Ward, who left the 
fold in 2012 after a contract dispute. 
Ozzy, Tony and Geezer thundered on, 
releasing 13 in 2013, and embarking 
on a world tour. 


They decided not to do a final 
album because they didn’t want it 
to fall short of the number 1 they 
achieved with 13. 

But despite this being the band’s 
final tour, Ozzy won’t be retiring. 
“I’m not going to stop entirely,” he 
says. “I’m not going to sit with my 
slippers on. We’re just going to go in 
different directions. 

“Black Sabbath, it’s been up and 
down. And it’s good that we’ve come 
back together at the end, more or less, 
to finish on a high note. It’s a good 
way to do it.”

Famous faces face a 
test on the waters 


O h to have been a fly on the 
wall during the meeting to set 
up this show... 

You can imagine it - blown over by 
the success of Channel 4’s Great 
Canal Journeys featuring married 
thespians Timothy West and Prunella 
Scales, not to mention ITV’s Barging 
Round Britain with John Sergeant, 
those folks at Channel 5 decided 
they needed to get a piece of the 
pensionable boat trip action. 

Well, you would, wouldn’t you? 

And if something ain’t broke, there’s 
no need to fix it, so the station 
decided not to tinker with the format 
too much. As a result they have 
brought in four famous faces and 
sent them on their way for an 
adventure. Hopefully anyway - 
otherwise it’s going to be a slightly 
dull four-part series. 

First into the fray are Debbie 
McGee and Nigel Havers. She’s best 
known for being the widow of Paul 
Daniels, and found fame initially as 
his glamorous assistant (her name 
tended to be prefaced by the word

these days she’s a star in her own 
right. 

Havers is, of course, that dashing 
actor who has graced the screen in a 
number of acclaimed projects, 
including Chariots of Fire, A Passage 
to India and Empire of the Sun.

McGee and Havers both have 
experience of steering boats, so 
should find their trip a doddle.

Their novice neighbours, Lorraine 
Chase and Simon Callow, struggle 
too. Chase spent four years as an 
Emmerdale regular thanks to her role 
as Steph Forsythe, but is still best 
known for a string of adverts she 
made in the 1970s which used her 
strong cockney accent to their full. 

Callow is, of course, an actor of 
some note, having appeared in 
numerous acclaimed stage roles, 
from Shakespeare to Beckett and 
beyond. He also made a big impact 
in Four Weddings and a Funeral, and 


has numerous other film roles to his 
name. However, he isn’t above more 
lowbrow pursuits - his first TV role 
was in the Carry On Laughing 
episode Orgy and Bess, although his 
part was eventually cut from the 
finished product. 

The opening episode sees the 
quartet embark on their journey 
along the Kennet and Avon Canal, 
one of Britain’s most popular 
waterways. They begin in Bristol, but 
soon end up in trouble thanks to an 
altercation with a moored boat. 

Debbie tries to raise everyone’s 
spirits by making them taste the 
fruits of her labours in the galley. 
However, it’s the addition of some 
alcohol that really gets the party 
started. 

Later, the group encounter a local 
artist, whose gift of a map opens up 
a world of canal-side entertainment, 
and inspires them to visit local 
vineyards (more booze) and call in 
on the Avoncliffe singers.

The Sandero sits in the B-segment The Dacia Sandero has had a lightly reworked facelift and a new engine

Alongside a lightly reworked 
exterior facelift, the new 
Sandero brings with it a new 
engine. 

This three-cylinder unit, known 
as the SCe 75, becomes the 
entry point to the Dacia range at 
£5,995 in basic Access trim, but 
is also available in the far more 
popular (Dacia claims around 
70 per cent of sales of Sandero) 
Ambiance specification, as well as 
the Laureate range-topping model 
we tested- although this latter 
combination won’t be coming to 
the UK. 

Endearing 

Dacia isn’t a particularly stirring 
brand. Despite some free and 
partly tongue-in-cheek advertising 
for the Sandero on the world’s 
most popular motoring television 
show, ultimately it’s a little-known 
Romanian brand that builds cars 
based on older Renault platforms 
(this one used to be a Clio) and 
sells them cheaply on a no-frills 
promise. 

It’s endearing to an extent and 
the brand has its admirers and 
fans, but it’s not going to make 
many car enthusiasts take too 
much notice - for now. 

The Sandero is a roomy car. It’s 
a B-segment hatchback, sitting 
in the same class as the Ford 
Fiesta and Vauxhall Corsa, but 
with a 320L boot - expanding to 
1,200L with the rear seats down 
- it’s the roomiest vehicle in the 
sector. 


There’s decent space in the 
cabin too, so it comes with some 
pretty solid family credentials and 
even the EuroNCAP rating (at 4 
stars) is a decent effort that rivals 
many in the sector. 

There’s few things to grumble 
about in the Sandero’s driving 
manners if you temper your 
expectations somewhat. The 
older Clio underpinnings actually 
do translate to some modicum of 


handling performance, but it’s a 
little outdated and while you can 
coax a little fun out of it, distinctly 
average. 

Score 

It’s largely focused on the 
comfort of the drive and it scores 
reasonably well, even on some 
dismal roads out in the Croatian 
hills. 

The size - and cameras in this 


Laureate specification - mean it’s 
a doddle around town too. 

The Sandero ticks one box for 
value right away: it’s the cheapest 
car you can buy in the UK. 

However, in the very cheapest 
Access trim, it’s almost a false 
economy, as there’s so little 
equipment that it draws too 
much attention to the car’s 
shortcomings and detracts from 
the experience. 


Ambiance buyers get air 
conditioning, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth for your phone and 
Aux and USB inputs, and for 
£6,995 that’s a pretty solid 
equipment list. 

The Sandero is very much a car 
for those who are budgeting for 
two or three-year old examples of 
more expensive hatchbacks but 
still want all of the benefits of a 
new car.

The competition, held for promising spinners be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 21 and not contracted to a 
First Class county outfit, was held at the Leicester¬ 
shire CCC Indoor Cricket Centre. 

And talented 21-year-old Patel, who got into the 
sport as a youngster with the help of a ‘cricket-crazy’ 
father, wants to make a splash in India before return¬ 
ing and unleashing his skills on the local scene. 

Settled 

The young hopeful has featured for a host of local 
sides in his junior years, cutting his teeth with Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, West Bromwich Dartmouth, 
Staffordshire under-13s and Worcestershire un- 
der-17s. 

As an 18-year-old he left for Cardiff to study math¬ 
ematics at university, where he featured for Cardiff 
Cricket Club in the South Wales Premier League. 

Now studying risk management in Leicestershire 
and commuting from home, Patel is settled and ready 
to return to the West Midland’s scene for the 2017 
season - after he enjoys an all-expenses paid week- 
long spin scholarship in Mumbai.

Travels and Club Cricket Conference - Patel said: “I 
am over the moon to have won the award especially 
as it was a national competition. 

“I am really looking forward to visiting India and 
gaining further experience on sub-continent pitches.

He was also invited to pit his wits against the Black 
Caps stars, with Patel bowling at Latham, Taylor and 
co in a star-studded net session. 

Patel’s dad Naresh, a Level 2 ECB qualified cricket 
coach, explained how his son would become transfixed 
with the game at an early age - watching stars on the 
television and trying to recreate scenes in the house, 
much to the annoyance of his wife. 

“We never pushed him but he was always into it 
and enjoyed it,” said Naresh. 

“He’s worked hard in everything he has done and 
cricket is the same. 

Surreal 

“We’re already looking for a local team for Anaesh 
to play with next season after the trip to Mumbai. It 
will be his first time out there and to go on a scholar¬ 
ship there will be amazing for him.” 

Anaesh hopes to still make the grade in profes¬ 
sional cricket, citing his risk management degree as 
an option to fall back on. 

“Initially I wanted to be a batsman, but soon no¬ 
ticed that I could turn the ball so I was encouraged to 
bowl leg spin and have never looked back,” said the 
youngster. 

“I really couldn’t believe it that I had won. It was 
totally surreal and I am really looking forward to 
going to India. 

“I think it’s important to spin the ball and always 
make the batsman drive and also to have confidence 
in your bowling and skill levels.”
